Social Services director 
blames solicitors for rise 
in law suits against councils 


A NUMBER of fami¬ 
lies are making claims 
against Bridgend County 
Borough Council (BCBC) 
saying social services did 
not bring their children 
into care soon enough. 

The council’s social services 
director Sue Cooper told coun¬ 
cillors at a meeting on Monday 
there had been an increase 
in claims against children’s 
social services across Wales. 

Speaking at the scrutiny 
committee meeting on budget 
monitoring, she said: “We’ve 
seen that [increase], and there’s 
a number of reasons for it 


- people are much more tuned 
into their rights, and solicitors 
are out looking for business. 

“We do have some claims 
where families are making a claim 
against us that we didn’t bring their 
children into care early enough. 

“It’s a bit of a fraught, com¬ 
plicated area because we also 
have the judicial system where 
the whole policy and process is 
of keeping families together.” 

The local authority recently 
reclassified £2.3 million from 
the major claims reserve to its 
insurance reserve to cover 
potential insurance claims. 

The council’s interim head 
of finance Gill Lewis told 
councillors: “From time to

time we get things that emerge 
- one such thing is some old 
claims in the social care area. 

“I have got to be very care¬ 
ful because some of these are 
subject to legal advice and I 
wouldn’t want to be too specific. 

“We have prepared for 
some worst case scenarios 
where there may be some sort 
of claim against the council 
that we might have to defend. 

“We have moved money from 
the major claims reserve into the 
insurance reserve so it’s a reclas¬ 
sification on the basis of legal 
advice and insurance advice.” 

Councillors sitting on the 
corporate overview and scrutiny 
committee had questioned the 
reclassification during the meet¬ 
ing on Monday, February 11.

(BCBC) and also Porthcawl Town 
Council had joined the ‘Surfers 
Against Sewage plastic-free towns’ 
campaign, https://www.sas. org. uk/ 
plastic-free-communities/ 

She continued: “We offer a range 
of plastic-free, refill schemes and 
remade goods in our shop, SUSSED 
in Porthcawl. 

“Before the introduction of the 
5p single use levy by the Welsh 
Assembly, SW employed a ‘plastic 


bag free-Bridgend campaign officer’ 
working with local traders and the 
council.” 

Plaid Cymru Cllr Tim Thomas 
said: “I am always keen to look 
at innovative ways to reduce our 
single use plastic and I welcome the 
initiatives from Sustainable Wales.” 

Mrs Minhinnick said: “According 
to Greenpeace and the Environment 
Investigation Agency (December 
2018) the top 10 supermarkets collec¬ 
tively put more than 810,000 to nn es 
of plastic on the market each year. 
This is in addition to more than 1.1 
billion single-use plastic bags, 958 
million bags for life and 1.2 billion 
plastic produce bags for fruit and veg. 

“There is also a shortage of plans 
in place to stem the flood. Most com¬ 
mitments made by supermarkets are 
weak, with room for improvement.”

HUGH JAMES 
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‘Situation no longer as serious 
looked’ says Council Leader - but 
tax is still set to rise by 5.4 per 


SCHOOLS in Bridgend will no 
longer receive a one per cent cut 
to their funding next year under 
the final draft budget proposals 
released by Bridgend County 
Borough Council (BCBC). 

The local authority’s cabinet 
members had warned in the summer of 
having to make decisions previously 
thought “unthinkable” - saying the local 
authority had reached a “critical point”. 

It said if financial pressures were not 
relieved the council would be forced to 
consider cutting “precious services” - 
closing libraries, leisure centres and day 
care services, ending full-time nursery 
education for three-year-olds and reduc¬ 
ing budgets for primary, secondary and 
special schools. 

However, last week council leader 
Cllr Huw David said that following the 
outcome of additional grant money from 
the Welsh Government and an improved 
funding settlement, the situation was no 
longer as serious as it had looked. 

However there will be cuts to services 
and job losses, with the council having 
to find savings of £7.6m over the next 
financial year. 

Cllr David said: “It will still be diffi¬ 
cult next year, and there will be people 
who regrettably lose their jobs. 

“There will be redundancies and 
services that will be cut - it’s not as dire 
as we thought it may be but it could be 
in future years. 

“We have to set a balanced budget. 

“We are hoping that when the Prime 
Minister says austerity is over it really 
is over and it needs to mean the funding 
increases for councils in Wales.” 

Interim chief executive Mark 
Shephard added: “It’s still really 
challenging. 

“The challenge we have is that the 
low hanging fruit has gone and we are 
constantly looking at what else we can 
do. 

“£70m cuts over eight or nine years 
makes a huge difference to what the 
authority can do.” 

Finance officers say that based on 
current assumptions and pressures, the 
council would have to make £3 5m cuts 
over the next four years. 

Cabinet members approved the 
budget for 2019/20 on Tuesday, 
February 12 before it goes to full coun¬ 
cil the following week. 

Below are some of the main points in 
the final draft budget for 2019/20. 

Schools 

There will no longer be a one per 
cent cut to school budgets as previously 
forecast. 

In a scrutiny committee meeting last 
week head teachers from schools across 
Bridgend issued a stark warning to the 
local authority, saying any further cuts 
to their funding would result in stand¬ 
ards dropping among children, larger 
class sizes and staffing levels being hit. 

Cllr David said: “We have listened to 
teachers, schools and parents - it’s not 
something we have ever wanted to do. 

“The Welsh Government settlement 
is not as difficult as we first expected, 
and its added some additional money so 
we are no longer proposing the one per 
cent budget savings.” 

Last year the schools budget was 
just over £90.3m - the proposals now 
involve increasing that to £94.8m. 

Cllr David said: “We recognise a 
large part of that £4.5m increase will go 
on awarding pension and pay pressures 
- most of the council tax increase will 


in fact go on that. 

“It’s difficult for schools - some are 
saying they have very little flexibility in 
their budgets which is why they would 
struggle to make further cuts, particu¬ 
larly with pressures like significant 
increases in teachers’ pensions costs. 

“The number of pupils in our schools 
is growing and there are additional 
pressures of funding additional learning 
needs. 

“We have listened to the responses 
in the budget consultation and the feed¬ 
back was ‘let’s protect social services 
and schools’”. 

Council Tax 

Council Tax will be going up by 5.4 
per cent if the final draft budget propos¬ 
als are approved by the full council. 

Cllr David said: “We have funding 
pressures we can’t avoid - we have 
less funding from government but more 
pressures. 

“We know every council in Wales 
will be increasing their council tax - 
with many broadly between five per 
cent and 10 per cent. 

“A big driver for council tax increase 
is the increase in pension contributions 
for teachers, firefighters and police 
officers - it’s not increasing the pension 
they receive but funding the existing 
scheme. 

“That decision is not by BCBC but 
by UK government.” 

Each of the 10 local authorities cov¬ 
ered by the South Wales Fire & Rescue 
Service contributes towards its budget. 

The amount is based on the number 
of people living in each area - for 2018- 
19 the levy on Bridgend for the fire 
authority was £6.6m. 

Cllr David said: “Lots of people don’t 
realise they’re paying for the fire service 
in their council tax as well as refuse 
collection, social services, homelessness 
services etc. 

“As a council, the proposed increase 
in the fire authority’s levy on Bridgend 
is £330k, a 4.9% increase for which 
the council has received no additional 
funding.” 

He added: “We have a rapidly ageing 
population in Bridgend, we have never 
provided so much home care support or 
supported as many adults with profound 
learning disabilities as we do now. 

“For most people, these services are 
not visible unless your family member 
is receiving that support and you know 
it’s absolutely vital.” 

Interim chief executive Mark 
Shephard said the local authority was 
looking at remodelling its services to 
“do things differently” while still pro¬ 
viding services and managing demand. 

Day care services and learning disa¬ 
bilities services 

The council is no longer planning 
to close some of the day services it 
runs for older people and people with 
learning disabilities but will “remodel” 
some services. 

Cllr David said: “We have listened to 
the public and they were clear they did 
not want to see closures. 

“We needed to consider it when we 
started as we did not know what our 
financial situation was going to be - we 
share their view on how important they 
are. 

“Our first principle if at all possible 
is to make services more efficient rather 
than withdraw that service because 
they are valued by the people they 
serve - if we can do things differently 
and collaborate more with neighbouring 


authorities, organisations and the third 
sector, we will.” 

The council is looking to cut £5 0k 
in 2019/20 from its budget for day care 
services which could mean reduced 
hours at centres. There will also be a 
full review of services. 

Leisure centres and pools 

Since 2012 BCBC has worked in 
partnership with the charity Halo paying 
them a fee to operate its leisure services. 
These include eight leisure centres and 
five swimming pools. 

The council is looking to negotiate 
cuts of £80k in 2019/20 to its contract 
with Halo with a further £3 0k the year 
after. 

The local authority says it is not 
anticipating the cuts will involve clo¬ 
sures of facilities. 

Arts, culture and libraries 

Since 2015 BCBC has been paying 
Awen Cultural Trust to deliver cultural 
services in the council which include 
nine libraries, The Grand Pavilion in 
Porthcawl, Bryngarw Country Park and 
Maesteg Town Hall. 

As part of its contract with Awen, 
BCBC plans to cut its management fee 
by £70k in 2019/20 with £60k subsidy 
cuts in 2019/20. 

It means there will be a review of 
accessibility of services and there could 
be reductions in services or opening 
hours, or potential closure of Awen 
facilities such as community centres or 
libraries. 

Transport 

The council is looking to remove all 
its subsidies from bus service routes 
in the county from April which would 
save around £148k per year. A public 
consultation is currently ongoing and 
ends on March 10. 

Bridgend bus station 

The council is looking at cutting 
£90k - around half its funding to the 
bus station over the next two years. 

It is looking at measures to explore 
full cost recovery and gain external 
financial support but warns if it fails the 
station will have to close to make the 
planned savings. 

Mr Shephard said: “The plan is 
for the facility to cost us less - we 
are looking at charging bus operators 
more to use the station and commercial 
opportunities such as a cafe franchise.” 

Nursery 

Bridgend is one of the few local 
authorities to fund full time (30 hours 
per week) nursery places for three and 
four-year-old’s. The statutory minimum 
requirement is 15 hours per week. 

The council will continue in 2019/20 
to fund full time nursery places under 
the final draft budget proposals. 

Cllr David said: “We had all options 
on the table - some members said we 
should consider only providing the 
statutory minimum requirement. 

““We believe that every child in the 
county deserves a flying start and full 
time nursery education is vital to that. 

From 2020/21 there are plans to cut 
the budget by £817k with a further 
£584k cut in 2021/22 - this would 
involve only funding the statutory 
minimum. 

Removal of Post 16 transport 

The council is looking to remove its 
home-to-school transport for post-16 
learners from 2020/21, saving £500k. 

At the moment post-16 learners 
attending sixth form in schools are 
able to use the local authority provided 
school buses while students at Bridgend 


College receive free transport, via a 
public transport bus pass. 

A full 12 week consultation would 
be required first with a full academic 
year required before the policy is 
implemented. 

The service will continue to be 
funded in 2019/20. 

Recycling 

Under the final draft budget, opening 
hours of the community recycling 
centres would be reduced by one hour 
every day. 

There will be an increased charge for 
collection of three bulky waste items 
from £15.50 to £20. 

And there would be higher charges 
for the green waste service from £28.30 
per household to £38.30. 

Before this can happen however 
contract negotiations would need to take 
place with Kier and there would have to 
be a public consultation regarding the 
charge changes and reduced levels of 
service. 

CCTV 

The 2019/20 budget involves a fund¬ 
ing cut of £30k, almost 10%, for CCTV. 

The council is to look at the feasibil¬ 
ity of a joint funding arrangement with 
the police for CCTV. 

Planning fees 

Pre-application planning fees are set 
to rise by 10%. 

Any changes would first need to be 
approved by the development control 
committee and cabinet. 

Sports facilities and pavilions 

The council aims to transfer its 
outdoor sports pitches and pavilions 
through Community Asset Transfer 
(CAT) by May/June 2020. 

Costs to use facilities which are not 
transferred will increase by four or five 
times their current levels as the council 
ends its subsidies. 

The council has said if rugby, foot¬ 
ball, bowls and cricket grounds are not 
taken on by sports clubs and people are 
not willing to pay the increased charges 
they will close. 

The £3 00k cuts savings identified 
for 2020-21 will see the removal of 
the majority of the remaining seasonal 
operatives budget, again with cuts to 
plant, equipment and materials. 

This cut will result in all of the 
outdoor leisure facilities effectively 
closing. 

The remaining parks budget will be 
used to maintain the council’s main 
parks and children’s play grounds, 
highway grass cutting and to secure the 
ongoing site management and safety 
of the sites that will remain in council 
ownership, - but will no longer be 
maintained to a level suitable for the 
playing of outdoor sports. 

Open space grass cut areas will be 
reduced and the 117 children’s play 
areas will be reduced. 

Cuts of £140k to the parks and play¬ 
ing fields service will be split over two 
financial years. 

Council officers warn it will have 
“a noticeable reduction” in levels of 
service. 

Shopmobility 

The council is to look at charging 
people who use the Shopmobility facil¬ 
ity in Bridgend town centre. 

It plans to to reduce its current level 
of subsidy by £5k in 2019/20 and £10k 
the following year. 

The scheme offers people with a tem¬ 
porary or permanent mobility problem 
the opportunity to hire equipment such 


cent 

as electric wheelchairs and scooters. 

The council warns the service which 
is non-statutory will have to close if 
plans to charge are not feasible. 

The Leader of the Independent 
Alliance, Cllr Norah Clarke, said: 
“Obviously the additional funding is 
very welcome but only puts off inevita¬ 
ble cuts further down the line. 

“Schools within Bridgend now not 
having the one per cent cut is great 
news as headteachers had already 
warned of staff losses, larger classes 
and school standards dropping. Most 
opposition members would not have 
supported the 1% cut in school budgets 
if it had gone forward. 

“Hard decisions will need to be 
taken on Home to School transport as 
Bridgend provides transport over and 
above the statutory distance. Bridgend 
also provides 30 hours nursery provi¬ 
sion again over and above the statutory 
number of hours. 

“As members we all know that 
statutory services have to be maintained 
but when BCBC provides for services 
over and above what is required its the 
communities of Bridgend that suffer. 

“Only so many services can be passed 
down to town and community councils 
as they haven’t got the staff to organise 
and take on the extra work that is 
needed. When services are passed down, 
it’s the residents of the area who have 
to pay more in order for that service to 
be funded. So they are not only paying 
their council tax, which goes up year 
on year but they also have to pay their 
community tax, which has to increase 
due to services being passed down from 
BCBC.” 

Cllr Tom Giffard, Leader of the 
Conservative Group on BCBC said “I’m 
pleased that the council leadership has 
finally woken up to what opposition 
members have been saying for some 
time, and that is that cutting the schools 
budget is frankly unpalatable and 
shouldn’t have been on the table in the 
first place.” 

“Cllr David is well aware that it is 
the Welsh Government, and not the UK 
Government that controls how much 
money is sent to local councils across 
Wales, yet across his lengthy comments, 
he did not once criticise his bosses in 
Cardiff Bay. Wales gets £1.20 for every 
£1 spent in England, so if he feels that 
Welsh councils are underfunded, he 
should be straight with the public and 
call out the Welsh Labour Government.” 

“Since Labour have been in power in 
Bridgend, every chance they have had 
to increase council tax, they have taken 
it and now Bridgend has one of the 
highest levels of council tax in Wales. 
That can’t go on. So, we won’t support 
Labour’s budget and instead will be 
calling on the Council Leader to go to 
back to Cardiff Bay to properly fight our 
county’s comer.”

The volume is a comprehensive biogra¬ 
phy - the first for ‘the most interesting 
Welshman ever brought up in Wales.’ 

The book offers an exciting 
new portrait of the genius of Iolo 
Morganwg and criticises academics 
who have long undervalued the con¬ 
tribution of the politician, patriot and 
visionary during the last two centuries. 

The lecture has been organised 
jointly by Cowbridge Library, the local 
branch of Merched y Wawr and local 
author Gareth Thomas, who is also a 
great admirer of Iolo Morganwg and 


has published two novels about the 
interesting character - I, Iolo and a 
Welsh version Myfi, Iolo (Y Lolfa). 

The talk will discuss some of 
the ideas published in the book. 

“Iolo’s forgeries are just a part of his 
overall story. By obsessing over them 
we lose his amazing contribution as a 
politician, author, historian, visionary 
and patriot,” says Geraint H Jenkins. 

The volume praises Iolo Morganwg’s 
work as a brilliant literary forger, an 
excellent poet and a fervent republican. 
He was a strong Unitarian, fiercely 
against war and slavery. He worked 
throughout his life as a stonemason, 
in Glamorgan and England, often in 
awful poverty, and he became famous 
as an antiquarian, poet and radical. 

The lecture will be at 7pm on 
Thursday, March 21, at Cowbridge

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Clerk is suspended 
amid fears Sully 
Council could go bust I 


‘Banging the drum for 
independent traders’ 


THE 16-month suspen¬ 
sion of a clerk alleged to 
have images of an adult 
nature on his work com¬ 
puter is ‘bankrupting’ a 
small community council, 
councillors have said. 

Emails leaked to the Local 
Democracy Reporting Service 
(LDRS) show the depth of con¬ 
cern in Sully and Lavemock 
Community Council at their 
financial plight. The council has 
effectively been paying for two 
clerks since September 2017 when 
David Roberts was suspended over 
the allegations of adult images and 
non-council-related work on his 
work PC. 

His suspension on full pay has 
lasted for more than 16 months 
as an investigation into the alle¬ 
gations has not been resolved and 
an acting clerk has been hired by 
the council. In the leaked emails, 
one member urges the community 
council to resolve Mr Roberts’ 
ongoing suspension, saying it is 
‘well down the road to bankrupt¬ 
ing this council’. 

The councillor calls on the pub¬ 
lic body to stop paying for ‘two 
clerks and two groundsman’s’ 
salaries every month, to stop all 
capital expenditure and only fund 
essential revenue costs. He said he 
is yet to see any evidence behind 
Mr Roberts’ original suspension.

More emails leaked to LDRS 
show the wage bill for the coun¬ 
cil is projected to be £80,000 
on March 31, around half the 
council’s expenditure, but its 
funding for 2019/20 could be cut 
to £132,000 - which means it 
would have to cut around £30,000 
to balance its budget. 

The council is understood to be 
looking to increase its council tax 
precept by 2.5 per cent next year. 

Sully and Lavernock 
Community Council has refused to 
answer a Freedom of Information 
request from the LDRS asking how 


much disciplinary action against 
Mr Roberts has cost, or details of 
his salary. The LDRS has asked 
the Information Commissioner’s 
Office to investigate. 

Five councillors voted to sus¬ 
pend Mr Roberts at a council 
meeting on September 27, 2017 
after concerns were raised. In a 
further meeting, the council voted 
not to notify the police of the 
allegations against Mr Roberts. 

When approached by the LDRS 
for comment Sully Council said: 
“ft would be entirely inappropri¬ 
ate for the community council to 
comment on anything pertaining 
to Mr Roberts. There are a num¬ 
ber of reasons which include the 
confidentiality of the employment 
relationship and data protection.” 

Mr Roberts confirmed to the 
LDRS he is employed by the 
council as its clerk, but said: “This 
is a personnel issue which is con¬ 
fidential,” and did not comment 
further. 

Cllr Steve Oaten, chairman 
of the council, also declined to 
comment when approached by the 
LDRS.

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City Deal: councillors 
claim that scrutiny 
system ‘is not working’ 


CONCERNS over the level of scrutiny 
given to the Cardiff Capital Region City 
Deal have been raised by those in charge 
of scrutinising the programme. 

The joint overview and scrutiny committee con¬ 
sists of councillors from across the 10 local authori¬ 
ties represented within the £ 1.2-billion programme. 

It meets up to four times a year, with the meetings 
funded by £25,000 from the City Deal’s joint cabinet 
budgets. 

The committee is due to meet again in May, 
September and December this year, with another 
meeting scheduled in March 2020. 

However, there is dissatisfaction with the current 
arrangements, with members claiming the number of 
meetings is inadequate to carry out thorough checks 
on City Deal projects. 

At a meeting in Newport recently, Cardiff coun¬ 
cillor Ramesh Patel spoke of feeling “uncomfort¬ 
able” about the level of scrutiny expected of the 
committee. 

“This is a major once in a lifetime deal, and you 
can’t just expect us to scrutinise the bare bones,” 

Setting of police council 
tax: a clarification 

THE GEM has been asked to clarify a 
report in last week’s edition (February 7) 
headlined ‘Depleted police panel fails in 
bid to veto police council tax rise’. 

The report, from a local democracy reporter, 
stated that there were not enough members present 
to vote against the rise. However, there were 
enough members, but too few voted against it at the 
meeting to veto the proposal. 


he said. 

“To only have four meetings and a budget of 
£25,000, it doesn’t get us very far. It’s a joke.” 

Cllr Patel argued that councils should approach 
Welsh Government for extra money for the commit¬ 
tee given that a large part of the £734 million fund 
for the South Wales Metro is coming from Cardiff 
Bay. 

He asked if greater scrutiny could be given to the 
Metro, but Kellie Beime, director of the City Deal, 
said the Metro sat outside the £495m regional fund 
to which councils were contributing. 

“Oversight on the transport side of things is more 
Welsh Government and Transport for Wales and 
I expect them to offer some joint scrutiny of that 
across the 10 authorities,” she said. 

“There are no more projects to scrutinise at this 
point, the [IQE facility] is the only project in the 
bag.” 

The committee had attended a site visit to the 
£38.5m facility and, at the meeting on the same 
day, received a presentation on the project from 
Monmouthshire council leader Peter Fox. 

But Newport councillor Majid Rahman was 
confused about whether they were scrutinising or 
discussing the facility. 

“I thought it was just a briefing; I didn’t realise we 
were scrutinising,” he said. 

“If this is what’s expected of us as a committee, 
we’re just ticking boxes.” 

Vale councillor Vincent Bailey added: “This was 
a useful information gathering session but there was 
no detailed scrutiny.” 

“We’re at a point where we’re going into our third 
meeting [in May] but these don’t feel like scrutiny 
sessions. They feel more more like a lecture from a 
public university course.”

Staying safe matters 


F armers 

and those 
working in 
the agricultural 
industry need to 
ensure that farm 
safety remains 
on their priority 
list and that they 
comply with the 
relevant health and 
safety regulations. 

The FUW, as part 
of the Wales Farm 
Partnership (WFSP), a 
collaboration of all the 
key agricultural stake¬ 
holder organisations 
in Wales, is reminding 
rural families that 
children should not be 
in the workplace; that it 
is illegal for under-13s 
to ride on agricultural 
vehicles or machinery 
and that work equip¬ 
ment like ATVs should 
not be used by children. 

Did you know 
that being struck by 
or run over by farm 
machinery or visiting 
vehicles is the biggest 
single cause of children 
being killed on farms? 
Sadly, accidents most 
frequently reported in 
the UK involve falling 
from tractors and ATVs 
or quad bikes. 

Danger really lurks 
everywhere. Year after 
year, we hear of trage¬ 
dies involving children 
on farms drowning 
or being asphyxiated, 
being crushed, hit 


by falling objects or 
collapsing stacks and 
injured by animals. 

At a working farm 
unsupervised children, 
who are naturally 
inquisitive and often 
fearless, can face risk 
from almost everything 
in sight as well as the 
human element - the 
unsuspecting family 
member, visitor or 
delivery person who 
drives onto the yard. 

In addition it is worth 
reminding ourselves that 
33 people were killed 
in agriculture across 
Britain in 2017/18 - 
around 18 times higher 
than the all-industry 
fatal injury rate. 

That means 33 
families have lost a 
loved one. We also 
know that in the last 
10 years, almost one 
person a week has been 
killed as a direct result 
of agricultural work and 
many more have been 
seriously injured or 
made ill by their work. 

It is worth remembering 
that the Health & Safety 
Executive (HSE) will 
not hesitate to take 
appropriate enforcement 
action against those who 
fall below the required 
standards, especially 
where children are 
involved. 

Life is never the 
same again for family 
members left behind 
after a work-related 
death, or for those

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Penarth Ramblers enjoy a 
sub-zero coastal walk 


THE day after the recent 
fall of snow, Clive from 
Penarth and District 
Ramblers stayed close to 
home so travelling would 
be cut to a minimum, 
and met up with a group 
of 15 keen walkers at 
Cosmeston Country Park. 

They set off in perfect walking 
conditions under blue skies 
while underfoot the ground 
was still frozen, and despite the 
bright sunshine, the temperature 
remained just below freezing for 
the whole walk. 

Tramping beside the eastern 
lake with its wildfowl, the 
pathway led them on beside the 
remnants of the old landfill sites, 
which since Cosmeston was 
developed as a country park have 
become the east and western 
paddocks; and circumnavigating 
the top quarry they made for 
Cogan Wood. 

Exiting and crossing the 
footbridge over Sully Brook, 
fields led them uphill where farm 
tracks brought them around the 
listed 19th century stone bam at 
Home Farm and over a stile for 
the journey along Cog Road into 
Sully village. 


A low wall on the path into St 
John the Baptist Church afforded 
them seating for their refresh¬ 
ment break and refreshed, they 
crossed South Road passing the 
pretty Dunster Cottage following 
the pathway southwards to Sully 
Bay. 

With glorious clear views out 
into the Bristol Channel to the 
islands of Flat and Steep Holm, 
they joined part of the Wales 
Coast Path and headed above the 
rocky beach along the public art 
trail to reach Swanbridge. 

Between the 16th and 18th 
centuries, a small but active 
port was sited at Swanbridge 
which exported and imported 
goods across the Bristol 
Channel. Passing the delightful 
Swanbridge House, once part 
of the Bute family estate, they 
continued along St Mary’s Well 
Bay Road. 

Re-entering Cosmeston, they 
passed Cosmeston Medieval 
Village, a reinvention of a mid- 
14th century medieval village 
after the site of an actual medie¬ 
val village was discovered during 
excavations in 1978, when the 
park was being created. 

Circumnavigating the western 
lake and following Mile Road, 


originally built by the Bute 
family, they returned to their 
start past the animal, fish and 
bird sculpture and the recently 
established wooden footbridge 
and roundhouse, after a very 
pleasant half day walk. 

On February 16, meet at 
8.30am at Cogan Feisure Centre 
for a 10-mile hard walk from 
Flangattock taking in the Fonely 
Shepherd, Twr Pen-Cym and the 
old tramroad; contact Barrie on 
029 2053 0753. 

On February 17, meet at 
9am at Cogan for a 7.5-mile 
moderate circular coastal walk 
from Oxwich to Port Eynon 
with lunch in the Ship Inn at the 
halfway stage; contact Robin on 
029 2051 4051. 

Wear suitable clothing, prefer¬ 
ably boots and carry waterproofs, 
food and drinks. Some degree of 
fitness is required and if you are 
in any doubt, then please contact 
the leader for advice.

Saying ‘ta-ta’ to the Tonka 



IN what might be 
a blink-and-you’ll- 
miss-it moment, the 
RAF’s venerable, 
and recently-re¬ 
tired, Tornado will 
be making a circuit 
of the UK beginning 
next week, and 
taking in Cardiff 
Airport, MoD St 
Athan and Pembrey 
Sands en route. 

The flight is due - 
always with the caveats 
of aircraft serviceability 
and fair weather depend¬ 
ent - to reach MoD St 
Athan next Wednesday 
(February 20). The 
scheduled time is yet to 


be released. 

The Panavia Tornado 
(designed and built by 
the UK, West Germany, 
and Italy; the French 
pulled out) entered 
service with the RAF 
in 1979, but only drew 
blood some 12 years 
later in the Gulf War. 
She has reportedly been 


on ops constantly for all 
bar 18 days since 1991. 

The Tonka, as she is 
affectionately known, 
was retired from oper¬ 
ational service earlier 
this month, when the 
last aircraft, stationed in 
Cyprus, returned from 
sorties against Daesh 
just days before as part 


of Op Shader. She will 
be officially withdrawn 
at the end of March. 

However, Tonka fans 
take heart; a Tornado 
GR1 will soon be 
making an appearance in 
the Vale.

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Green Book a tried and tested 
tale given fresh impetus... 


P ETER 
Farrelly 
will be best 
known for direct¬ 
ing, along with his 
brother Bobby, 
the likes of Dumb 
and Dumber and 
There’s Something 
About Mary, com¬ 
edies that make his 
first solo venture 
into directing 
something of a 
surprise. 

Green Book is a 
world away from 
those coarse comedies, 
telling the true story 
of Tony Vallelonga 
(Viggo Mortensen), a 
man who, having been 
brought up working the 
nightclubs of the Tri- 
State area, finds himself 
in a job as driver for 
pianist Dr Don Shirley 
(Mahershala Ali). 

Taking the doctor 
to the Deep South 
(an area, in 1962, that 
was in many places 
segregated and less than 


tolerant of non-white 
people), the pair see 
first-hand the divisions 
of the United States and 
slowly leam from each 
other... 

The set-up for Green 
Book is a shopworn 
one. After all, how 
many stories can 
be told, how many 
films made, about 
people from different 
backgrounds learning 
tolerance and respect in 
a world that, more often 
than not, affords at least 
one of the characters 
little or none? 

So by rights, this 
should be a paint-by- 
numbers film that, 
come the credits, will 
leave you feeling that 
overwhelming sense of 
over-familiarity. 

Yet under the direc¬ 
tion of Peter Farrelly 
and the magnetic and 
absorbing lead turns 
from Viggo Mortensen 
and Mahershala Ali, 
Green Book is far 
more than the sum of 
its parts, a touching, 
emotional and at times 


Barry Railway 
brought to life 
in new book 



A ‘BARRY Railway 
Drawings Book’ 
has been pub¬ 
lished covering the 
locomotives and 
rolling stock of the 
Barry Railway, 
which operated in 
south Wales from 
1888 until 1922. 

It is the second 
volume in the Welsh 
Railway Records series. 

At the heart of the 
book are drawings by 
Mike Lloyd and Trefor 
Jones which were 
published in the railway 
press many years ago. 
Now those drawings 
have been brought 
together in one volume. 
They include drawings 
of all classes of Barry 
Railway locomotives, 
examples of coaches, 


wagons, vans and brake 
vans. 

There are also new 
drawings of the Barry 
Railway motor car, a 
type of steam railcar, 
which ran on the Vale 
line between Barry and 
Llantwit Major. 

The book is a mine of 
information about Barry 
Railway and includes 
an authoritative index 
of all the locomotives 
and rolling stock used 
by the railway in its 
34-year history, which 
includes the numbers of 
every locomotive, coach 
and wagon, their date 
of construction and the 
names of the builders 
who manufactured them.

powerfully compelling 
look at a time not so 
long ago. 

Peter Farrelly would 
be one of the last people 
you would expect to be 
tackling material like 
this, but his background 
means that the film 
takes a lighter touch 
than expected. Farrelly 
shows a great sensitivity 
in his direction, and 
invests the central rela¬ 
tionship between Tony 
and Don with plenty of 
depth. 

What it also means 
is that when trouble 
arrives in the shape of 
racist policemen or bar 
patrons, you get a short, 
sharp jolt to remind 
that it’s not all fun and 
games and life lessons; 
that there is historical 
significance and weight 
to this story. 

Mortensen and 
Ali have both been 
Oscar-nominated for 


this film (Mortensen 
for lead actor, Ali for 
supporting actor) and 
it’s their performances 
and their chemistry that 
help to make this film 
so satisfying. 

Mortensen’s Tony is 
shady but decent, a man 
trying to do his best for 
his family with what he 
was given, and he sees 
his job with Shirley as a 
way to keep doing that. 

What is pleasantly 
surprising is that 
normally in these films, 
we see the rough edges 
of this type of character 
sanded away with little 
subtlety. Here, through 
Mortensen’s wonderful 
turn, we see a character 
slowly and gently 
altering his world view, 
his eyes opened by life 
on the road and the 
experiences of others. 

Ali, meanwhile, is 
absolutely magnetic 
here, the character of 
Shirley a complicated, 
layered one that the 
actor essays to perfec¬ 
tion with a stilted and 
haughty air that gives 
way to emotional vul¬ 
nerability underneath. 

While this is a world 
that Tony has hardly 
seen, high-class parties 
and rarified individuals 
keen to praise at the 
altar of such a talented 
musician, Ali conveys 
brilliantly the fact that 
this is a world he is all 
too keenly aware of - a 
world where he can 
play piano in a restau¬ 
rant but be barred from 
eating there because 
of the colour of his 
skin, be applauded by 
audiences who see his 


ability through eyes that 
all too quickly lose their 
colourblindness once he 
leaves his piano. 

It is both uplifting 
and heartbreaking at 
the same time, and it’s 
wholly driven by the 
two central turns. 

At 130 minutes, it’s 
a film that perhaps 
drags a little bit, while 
the climax of the film, 
which should be posi¬ 
tive and affirming, lacks 
that emotional punch, 
especially given how 
well it’s taken you on 
this story of these two 
disparate characters. 
However, Green Book 
is still a wonderful film, 
and its engaging power 
makes it one to seek 
out. 

VERDICT: Peter 
Farrelly’s move from 
gross-out comedy to 
more serious fare feels 
effortless (in fact, it’s 
the best thing he’s put 
his name to in nearly 
20 years) as Green 
Book is a powerful and 
compelling story that 
benefits greatly from his 
light touch. 

The performances 
from Viggo Mortensen 
and Mahershala Ali 
are exceptional, and 
some slips aside, this 
is a superb piece of 
filmmaking. Highly 
recommended.

WINTER did put in a brief To preserve the drawn combs that 
appearance, and it certainly will be put to use very shortly, they 
put a stop to any external are storedyn large plastic^storage 
activity of the colonies. 

However, with westerly winds now 
replacing the northerly winds, plus the 
rising temperatures, all of the colonies 
are venturing out and returning with 


pollen. 

The monitoring of the varroa mite 
is still ongoing and when I study the 
debris that falls through the mesh 
floors into the collecting trays, the 
presence of immature mites informs 
me that the queens must be laying: 
laying queens equal laying mites! 

The breeding cycle of the varroa is 
in line with that of the bees. 

As yet, I have resisted the tempta¬ 
tion to open up any of the colonies to 
check for eggs and larvae. Some days 
have been suitable, but it is best to 
leave things well alone for now and 
leave the bees to run things. 

The cleaning of hive sections and 
frames is well under way now, all old 
comb is removed from the wooden 
frames and the empty frames are put 
into a steam cleaner and this kills 
off any of the eggs that the dreaded 
wax moth may have laid in them. 

The steamer is made up of a water 
boiler (discarded tea urn) with the 
lid adapted to accept the hose from a 
wallpaper stripper, it works superbly. 


boxes with secure lids. These will 
prevent access of the moth and with a 
container of acetic acid in with them 
this will ensure that any eggs will 
not hatch out into larvae. Wax moth 
larvae will very rapidly render your 
drawn combs unusable. 

A new season is upon us and I 
will have a PhD student visiting the 
hives with me. The purpose of the 
student’s visits is to record and collect 
molecules given off by the inhabitants 
of the hives and analyse them using 
gas chromatography. This is going 
to open up a subject of which I have 
very little knowledge. It has long 
been a desire of mine to introduce a 
monitoring system that will provide 
the levels of sound, temperature and 
humidity within a colony, but as yet 
I don’t really know how to get to 
grips with the electronics that will be 
required. 

Being able to record these variables 
onto an SD card for study on a 
computer can only improve our 
knowledge of the internal machina¬ 
tions within and reduce the practice 
of opening up the colony to the 
detriment of the occupants.

Cost of firefighters’ 
pensions will push 
up council tax 


SOUTH Wales Fire and 
Rescue Service will take 
more money from each of its 
10 areas in case firefighter 
pension increases are not 
funded by UK Government. 

The South Wales Fire and Rescue 
Service approved a budget of nearly 
£75m instead of the recommended 
lower budget of just under £72m for 
2019-20. 

This means the contribution from 
each of the 10 areas will go up by 
just over five per cent from last year 
compared to a rise of 0.93 per cent if 
they had opted for the lower increase. 

From 2019 to 2023, South Wales 
Fire and Rescue Service’s pension 
contribution is expected to go up by 
nearly 10 per cent - or nearly £3m, 
which is 4 per cent of its total budget. 

The authority says that they still 
don’t know if this increase will be 
funded by central government. 

The South Wales Fire Service 
treasurer Chris Barton told members 
HM Treasury had changed the way 
firefighters’ pensions are valued but 
that they had had confirmation of 
funding in England. 

When councils were consulted 
about whether to set a lower or higher 
budget given the uncertainty over 
pensions, five voted for higher and 
five for lower. 

Rhondda Cynon Taf, Merthyr 
Tydfil, Torfaen, Monmouthshire and 
Newport favoured a lower rise with 
Cardiff, Bridgend, Blaenau Gwent, 


Caerphilly and the Vale of Glamorgan 
backing a higher rise. 

Mr Barton said that if they approve 
a higher budget, then they send the 
message to central government that 
they can afford it. 

He said: “I am recommending a 
lower level on the assumption that 
we get funding but if it doesn’t 
come, then we will have to revisit. 
Consideration will be given to a 
supplementary budget if central gov¬ 
ernment funding is not subsequently 
confirmed.” 

Mr Barton said that councils are 
absolutely aware of the risks that 
setting a lower budget could mean 
the authority comes back to ask for 
additional money. 

The authority agreed that if the 
funding does come forward from 
central government, officers will be 
given the power to make sure councils 
are reimbursed for the higher rise in 
their contributions. 

Eight voted in favour of the higher 
increase, with seven voting against. 

In terms of their individual 
contributions to the budget and the 
increase since last year, the approved 
budget for BCBC and the Vale would 
be in Bridgend, £7.019m (a 4.94 
per cent increase) and in the Vale of 
Glamorgan, £6.29m (a 4.76 per cent 
increase).

Barry church choir sings in St Paul’s 


ON a cold and frosty Friday morn¬ 
ing on December 29, the choir of All 
Saints’ Barry departed for London. 

That evening was to be a momentous 
occasion in the choir’s history as, for the first 
time, following weeks of preparation, they 
were to sing choral Evensong at St Paul’s 
Cathedral in the heart of the City of London. 

Choral Evensong is a 45-min long 
peace-inducing church service in which the 
‘song’ of voices sounding together in har¬ 
mony is heard at the ‘even’ point between 
the active day and restful night, allowing 
listeners time for contemplation; church 
members, agnostics and atheists alike. 


It is both free of charge and free 
of religious commitment, and its 
470-year-old choral music tradition, 
established around 1549, is performed 
live and often to a very high standard. 

Arriving at 2pm that day, choristers 
spent most of the afternoon rehearsing 
the music which included ‘Alyeward 
Reponses,’ Canticles by William 
Harris in A Major and an anthem, ‘The 
Christmas Lullaby,’ by John Rutter. 

What was even more awe-inspiring 
was the fact that the usual Evensong 
congregation, which usually totals no 
more than 20 people in attendance, grew 
to a staggering 1,500 people, with the 


choir’s beautiful sound ringing around 
the walls of this ancient building. 

The choirmaster of All Saints’, James 
Bull, was delighted with the effort each 
and every chorister put into the polished 
performance: “It will remain a memo¬ 
rable day in the choir’s history, and we 
were very grateful for the tremendous 
support we received from parishioners.” 

The choristers range in age from 16 
to 80 years old and all willingly give 
up their time to lead the worship at All 
Saints’, Barry, freely. In April 2019 
they continue their travels by singing 
at Exeter Cathedral for the weekend.

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“Vale Council services are under threat 
because of reduced Welsh Government 
funding,” says managing director 


MANAGING director Rob Thomas has 
warned that Vale Council services are 
under “serious threat” as a consequence 
of reduced funding. 

The council has made savings of £55 million 
in the last nine years and needs to find a further 
£15m in the next three years. Of a reported 
annual budget of £225m, a saving of £5m a year 
represents around 2.2 per cent. 

Reductions in funding provided by the Welsh 
Government, inflation and increasing pressures in 
services have left a shortfall between the cost of 
running council services and the money available 
to spend. 

Police investigate 
Broad 

Street assault 

SOUTH Wales Police are investigating 
an assault which took place in Broad 
Street, Barry, in the early hours of 
Tuesday, February 12. 

Two 24-year-old men and a 37-year-old man 
from Staffordshire were arrested on suspicion of 
assault and taken into police custody.

Council Tax rose by 3.9 per cent in the Vale 
last year in order to help bridge this gap; that 
was among the smallest increases in Wales, with 
many local authorities opting for a far more 
dramatic rise. 

Speaking to BBC Wales Today, Mr Thomas 
stressed there will be serious consequences 
unless there is an acknowledgement of the value 
and importance of a range of local services 
provided by the council as well as a recognition 
of the increasing costs associated with providing 
them. 

These services range from social care to edu¬ 
cation as well as public transport, neighbourhood 
services, environmental health, planning, eco¬ 
nomic development and housing. “I sympathise 
with residents because people are paying more, 
council tax is increasing,” he said. 

“The simple fact is, it’s increasing because 
the money we get from Welsh Government is 
decreasing. We need to fill the gap, but this isn’t 
filling the gap completely and much-valued pub¬ 
lic services are under real threat if the situation 
continues.” 

The £151.923m Welsh Government funding 
the council is expected to get in 2019/20 repre¬ 
sents a reduction of 0.7 per cent, or £1.037m, 
from the previous year. 

In real terms, when taking into account 
inflation and other factors such as national pay 
inflation and the non-funded teachers’ pension 
scheme, the budget reduction is more like 4.2 per 
cent. 

Mr Thomas added: “As a council, we have 
been creative in coping with the difficult situation 
we find ourselves in. Rather than close libraries, 


for instance, we have made arrangements for 
them to be managed by the communities which 
they serve. 

“We are also exploring similar initiatives in 
other areas. This includes working with partners 
across the region in delivering social care, 
developing shared services in important areas 
like environmental health to build resilience and 
cut costs and working with other councils across 
the region to attract investment and good quality 
jobs. 

“However, the situation is getting increasingly 
difficult and there is a need for an urgent 
acknowledgement that in order to continue to 
deliver vital local services, local councils need to 
be funded adequately.” 

The GEM contacted Cllr Neil Moore, leader of 
the Vale Council under the previous administra¬ 
tion, for his thoughts. 

He said: “I have read the Vale Council’s 
managing director’s comments on the financial 
position facing the Council and local government 
as a whole, and in general terms, I would concur 
with many issues raised. 

“Local government has been seriously 
underfunded for many years and services are 
under ‘serious threat’ as a consequence. I am 
surprised that the quotes come from an officer of 
the council and not the Leader, when the respon¬ 
sibility for managing and setting the budget rests 
squarely on the Leader’s shoulders. 

“Perhaps this is a way of the Conservatives 
in the Vale blaming others, before they raise the 
council tax to higher levels. It is also interesting 
that the managing director refers to the previous 
‘Labour’ Council’s initiative of setting up 


community libraries as an example of good 
practice of alternative service provisions, but 
what isn’t said is that the Conservatives opposed 
it at the time. 

“I challenge the contention that the lack 
of funding is the fault of the Labour Welsh 
Government. The reality is that local services 
have been protected in Wales, because Labour 
has not cut local government funding to the 
extent that Conservatives in Westminster have 
done. “The real fault lies with the Westminster 
Government, which has continually starved coun¬ 
cils throughout the UK. A recent United Nations 
report said as much. 

“Despite the Prime Minister and her Cabinet 
colleagues claiming otherwise, ‘austerity’ is still 
with us. 

“The current Conservative Leader of the Vale 
Council previously did not agree that the council 
should be campaigning against austerity. 

“However, reality seems to have struck home. 
Regrettably, local people are having to use 
foodbanks and the council is failing to make 
promised savings they agreed to make. 

“Instead the Conservative [-led] council is 
trying to inflict punitive parking charges on res¬ 
idents to make up their deficit as well as setting 
the scene for increases in Council Tax, which 
is ironic when they had previously argued for a 
zero-per-cent rise while in opposition. 

“Their financial management is an utter dis¬ 
grace and this is not a good time for the citizens 
of the Vale of Glamorgan.”

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‘Welsh businesses 
deserve better’ 
says Vale MP 


VALE MP Alun Cairns has 
expressed his disappointment 
in the Welsh Government’s 
business rates announcement, 
which will still have many 
businesses in Wales paying 
thousands of pounds more 
in business rates than their 
counterparts in England. 

Figures show that a business with 
a rateable value of £12,000 will 
pay a minimum of £3,260 more in 
Wales than in England, which Mr 
Cairns argues makes Wales a less 
attractive place to do business and 
less competitive. 

Under the UK Government’s busi¬ 
ness rates relief scheme, businesses 
with a rateable value of up to £50,000 
will receive a 1/3 cut in their rates. 
The Welsh Government has been 
given the funding by Westminster 
to implement the same rate relief in 
Wales. 

The Welsh Government have since 
announced that under their High 
Street Rate Relief Scheme, businesses 
will be able to receive up to £2,500 
relief on business rates and those 
with a rateable value of up to £9,100 
are eligible to avoid paying any rates 
at all. In England, businesses with a 
rateable value of up to £12,500 are 
exempt from paying rates and the 
multiplier used to calculate the final 
bill is also smaller in England. 

There is now widespread 
disappointment that the announce¬ 
ment by the new First Minister 
Mark Drakeford falls short of the 


commitment given to businesses in 
England. Mr Cairns has criticised the 
Welsh Government for continuing to 
impose the most expensive business 
rates anywhere in Britain, putting 
Welsh businesses at a strong disad¬ 
vantage compared to their English 
counterparts. 

The Welsh Conservative policy 
is that all businesses with a rateable 
value of up to £15,000 should receive 
100 per cent rate relief. 

The Vale MP said: “This 
announcement leaves many busi¬ 
nesses in Wales at a disadvantage 
in comparison to businesses in 
England. We can see that there is an 
additional cost to traders in Wales of 
thousands of pounds, which makes a 
huge difference to the Vale’s small 
businesses. 

“It comes as no surprise that people 
locally are angry that the Welsh 
Labour Government are once again 
introducing policies which result in 
Wales being less competitive and a 
less attractive place to do business. 

“The risk of a more hostile envi¬ 
ronment for business damages our 
local economy and stunts job growth. 
Meanwhile, the UK Conservative 
Government has worked to help busi¬ 
ness in Wales through measures like 
scrapping the Severn tolls. It’s disap¬ 
pointing that while we are working to 
improve the economy in Wales, the 
Welsh Government is failing.” 


Womens’ Icelandic 
trek for charity

Michelle Hunt (38) and 
Sarah Cayton (35) will be 
joined by 20 other people 
on the Iceland 2019 Fire 
and Ice Expedition this 
September. Their aim 
is to raise £5,000 for 
Cancer Research Wales. 

Michelle and Sarah 
are also organising 
local fundraisers to help 
towards their total. 

Michelle explained: 
“I have a lot of family 
in west Wales who have 
done fundraising in the 
past. 

“My stepfather passed 
away at the age of 30. 
My mother overcame 
breast cancer and still 
has regular check-ups. 
My granddad passed 
away due to prostate 
cancer at the age of 59. 
My other granddad has 
been battling myeloma 
for five years and has 
been poorly. 

“He is such a fighter. I 
want to make him proud 
and take on this chal¬ 
lenge, and also for every¬ 
one else I’ve mentioned.” 

Sarah, whose father 
also recently overcame 
cancer, was keen to sign 
up too.

A MUCH-changed 
Bridgend Athletic 
side avenged an 
opening day home 
defeat by third- 
placed Dinas Powys 
by becoming only 
the third side to win 
at the Common this 
season. 

Top sides Glamorgan 
Wanderers and 

Rhiwbina were the 
other two, but even 
they could not match 
the Athletic preventing 
the determined home 
side from crossing 
the whitewash in an 
impressive 14-3 victory. 

Only outside half Aled 
Thomas (scrum half in 
that game) and centre 
Tom Jenkins survived 
in the back division, 
while props Matthew 
Muir and Wayne Fooks, 
lock Jonathon Stoker 
and back row forwards 
Sean Williams and 
Ben Davies also turned 
out in both fixtures. 

For the second week 
running, flanker and 
captain Ben Howe 
was man of the match, 
while fellow back row 
forwards Ben Davies 
and Sean Williams 
were in the thick of 
the action throughout. 

The coaches have 
completely re-jigged the 
back division with six of 
the selected backs aged 
18-22, though full back 
Levi Hallett dropped out 
on the day to be replaced 
by permit player Jacob 
Williams, a former 
Athletic scrum half, who 
added his experience to 
the young back line. Two 
of the backs, centre Tom 
Davies and wing Owain 
Leyshon, have success¬ 
fully converted from the 
back row this season.

Outside 
half Thomas was also 
keeping the Athletic in 
advanced positions with 
astute tactical kicking. 

After 55 minutes, 
from a five-metre 
driving maul, Dinas 
forced the Athletic 
i nfi eld and halted it just 
in front of the posts.

under stress - and it certainly did!

O NE lost and 
unlamented 
fixture in 
the rugby calendar 
was the ‘Probables 
v Possibles’ trial 
match , but this 
low key game in the 
Stadio Olympico 
had all the hall¬ 
marks of one. 

It was a pretty ruth¬ 
less choice by Wales 
coach Warren Gatland, 
and the subtext was: 

“If you underperform 
against Italy, you’re not 
going to be much use in 
Japan.” 

No matter what the 
coaching team say in 
terms of PR, winning 
the Six Nations would 
be a bonus, but it is not 
a priority. 

Looking at the 
Welsh team that took 
the field, there were 
probably only two 
nailed on dead certs 
for the Rugby World 
Cup squad - first-time 
captain Jonathan Davies 
and Liam Williams. 

Add to that two 
‘probables’ - my gut 
feeling is that Gatland 
likes what he sees in 
Josh Adams, and trusts 
Samson Lee, depending 
on the prop’s match 
fitness. 

Dan Biggar has a 
category all to himself. 
He has nothing left to 
prove in his career. 

It’s a question of how 
Gatland wants to play. 
Ironically, Dan was 
probably the one player 
who did succumb to 
trial nerves. 

That left 10 players 
walking the tightrope. 

As it happens, in 
Porthcawl, the Bridgend 
Youth Theatre are 
rehearsing the musical 
Chorus Line, and the 
opening number kept 
springing to mind, as 
in: “I hope I get it. How 
many people does he 
need?” 

How do you 
approach a game like 
this? Obviously, you 
want to prove you are 
a team player, but you 
also want to show the 
coaches that little bit 
extra you can bring. 

But God forbid you 
do your best trick at the 
wrong time and blow a 
scoring chance! 


Here’s Chorus Line 
again: “I really blew it! 
How could I do a thing 
like that!” 

Wales started the 
match with the back 
row, conscious of how 
much competition 
there is in that area, 
tearing into Italy, and 
winning a penalty in 
the first minute. It’s 
fair to say that all 
three, Thomas Young, 
Aaron Wainwright and 
Josh Navidi, did their 
prospects no harm at 
all. Wainwright looked 
a particularly powerful 
ball carrier, and Young 
was everywhere. These 
two played the whole 
match, while Navidi 
came off at around 65 
minutes, replaced at 
No8 by Ross Moriarty, 
so he was relaxing on 
the bench when he was 
given the man of the 
match award. 

Biggar kicked that 
first minute penalty, but 
the first real attacking 
opportunity came 
when right wing Jonah 
Holmes gambled and 
failed to get to his 
man in time, leaving 
the Italian left wing, 
Esposito in plenty of 
space. Fortunately for 
Wales, he was isolated 
from his support 
runners and the threat 
petered out. 

Two minutes later 
Wales were back on the 
attack, and this time a 
dominant Welsh scrum 
was rewarded with 
another penalty, again 
kicked by Biggar. 

Further Welsh 
pressure led to a 
sharp interception by 
Wainwright and Wales 
won a third penalty, 
on 12 minutes, again 
kicked by the outside 
half for a 9-0 lead. 

By this point, the 
Welsh pressure was 
intense and the pace 
of the game high. Italy 
were fortunate that 
Wales had knocked 
on twice in attacking 
positions in the 22, and 
it looked a if it would 
be a long, tiring day for 
Italy. 

Perhaps the domi¬ 
nance led to Dan Biggar 
deciding to show off his 
range of kicking skills, 
but things didn’t go to 
plan. 

First, there was a neat 


cross kick from inside 
his own 22, designed 
to put Josh Adams in 
the clear. Adams did 
his bit, but his opposite 
number, Padovani, 
was better placed to 
take the ball, and taller 
than Adams to boot. 
Only desperate defence 
stopped him from 
crossing for a try. 

Two minutes later, 
Wales turned the ball 
over in their 22 and it 
was counter attack time. 
But, with plenty of men 
outside him, Biggar 
opted to show how 
far he can kick. It was 
a long kick, but Italy 
were back in numbers 
to tidy up. 

Stung by these slip 
ups, Bigger decided 
to do what he does 
best two minutes later, 
launching a huge, high 
kick, chasing it and 
taking a great catch. 
Wales had a good 
chance to score from 
that when the ball was 
moved wide to Jonathan 
Davies, but his long, 
looping pass to Holmes 
on the wing gave the 
Italian defence time to 
get across. 

Wales did have a 
penalty advantage, and 
Biggar kicked it to 
make it 12-0. 

Five minutes later, 
Italy had their first 
attacking penalty, 30 
metres out, but outside 
half Tomasso Allan, 
opted to kick for the 
comer. Wales held the 
line-out drive, but Italy 
went through the phases 
and eventually, open 
side Braam Steyn, with 
help from second row 
Sisi, forced his way 


over for a try. 

Allan converted to 
make it 12-7, and just 
before half-time, he had 
a penalty chance from 
35 metres to cut the gap 
to two. 

Fortunately for 
Wales, he hit the post 
and Wales were able to 
tidy it up and head into 
the half time break. 

At the start of the 
second half, it was back 
to Choms Line again. 
After a chip ahead went 
out on the full, Biggar 
was holding his head 
in his hands, probably 
muttering: “How could 
I do a thing like that!” 

Match summariser 
David Flatman, who 
throughout the game 
was terrific at explain¬ 
ing what was going on 
in the scmms, mused: 
“Dan looks like he is 
under pressure.” A nice 
piece of understatement. 

Italy took advantage 
of that slip, went upfield 
and Allan kicked a pen¬ 
alty to make it 12-10. 

Gatland was losing 
patience, and the substi¬ 
tutes were warming up. 

What’s more, a 
winning bonus point 
was looking a distant 
prospect. 

On 45 minutes, 

Wales had a penalty just 
out of Biggar’s range, 
but he showed that he is 
not the type of character 
who goes into his shell 
when things go awry, 
launching a superb kick 
to give Wales a line out 
five metres out. 

However, the Welsh 
line out did not function 
smoothly all day, and 
Italy were able to clear. 

The game was 


stmggling for excite¬ 
ment and spectacle, 
leaving the commentary 
team to get terribly 
excited when Liam 
Williams, under 
pressure chasing back 
to field a kick, did a 
one-handed ‘Beauden 
Barrett’ pick up. Not 
quite a Beauden pick 
up however, because 
he was tackled before 
he could get in the 
clear. It did indicate, I 
think, that Liam was not 
feeling the pressure. 

There was time for 
Biggar to miss touch 
with a penalty, and 
follow that with a kick 
into touch on the full, 
and then Anscombe was 
ready on the touchline. 
At this point, scrum half 
Aled Davies took mat¬ 
ters into his own hands 
and made a sharp break 
down the touchline, and 
Wales were able, for 
once, to move the ball 
quickly across field, for 
Liam Williams to cut 
through and put Adams 
in at the comer. The 
wing ran round to touch 
down behind the posts, 
so that Dan Biggar’s 
last action was to take 
his points tally up to 14 
with the conversion. 

Wales had plenty of 
ball, and now it was 
Gareth Anscombe’s turn 
to pull the strings, but it 
was 10 minutes before 
they had a chance. 

They ran the ball in the 
Italian 22, and Jonathan 
Davies put a short kick 
through, profiting from 
confusion in the Italian 
defence to touch down. 

However, referee 
Mathieu Raynal had 
his doubts and for the 


first time of the day, 
TMO David Grashoff 
was asked to take a 
look. It came down to a 
tight call, depending on 
whether Davies’ knee 
or hand had nudged 
the ball forward as he 
crossed the line, and 
Italy were given the 
benefit of the doubt. 

A few minutes later, 
an Italian attacking kick 
was well fielded by Josh 
Adams, who made a 
good break and passed 
on to Owen Watkin 
who took play to the 
Italy 22. Watkin had a 
cool, calm and collected 
day, and did his pros¬ 
pects no harm at all. 

From the scmm, 

Italy were penalised, 
although David Flatman 
was adamant that 
Wales had been the 
actual offenders. Wales 
kicked for the comer, 


but the line out drive 
was held. Wales went 
through the phases until 
Anscombe’s short chip 
was followed up by 
Watkin, who touched 
down first. 

Anscombe’s 
conversion made it 
26 - 10, but Italy came 
straight back and from 
a good backs’ move, 
Allan cut through a 
huge gap before putting 
right wing Padovani 
in for a well-deserved 
try, which was not 
converted. 

Wales had about 
eight minutes left to 
score two tries for a 
bonus point but it was 
not to be. Thomas 
Young finished off a 
handling move, and it 
looked as if he had his 
first Six Nations try, 
but Mr Raynal wanted 
the TMO to take a 


close look at a short 
Anscombe pass in the 
build-up, and sadly for 
Young, it was mled 
forward. 

After the game, 
Warren Gatland was 
quoted as saying that 
Wales would lose in 
two weeks time to 
England if they played 
like that. No one is 
going to disagree with 
that. 

However, there are 
mutterings from the 
Welsh cap that many of 
the players have been 
in ‘deep training’ to 
get them at a peak for 
England. 

Whatever that means, 
you can safely bet that 
a very different Welsh 
team will take the field 
in the Principality 
Stadium!
